SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.—The 
California Supreme Court today 
granted David A. Lamson, former 
Stanford press executive, a new 
trial for murder of his wife, Al- 
lene, for which he had been con- 
victed and sentenced to hang.

Argument Over Bail. 


When Rowe’s motion for bail was 
taken up, objection was offered by 
Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Walfe. He cited section 3746 of 
the Missouri statutes, which, he 
said, left the question of bail to the 
discretion of the court. Rowe ar- 
gued, however, that the courts had 
always interpreted that section a3 
making bail mandatory when ap- 
plication is filed pending appeal. 

Court was adjourned while Judg2 
conferred briefly in his 
chambers with Wolfe and Rowe, 


and on his return to the bench he 


announced that the application for 
bail would be approved. Rowe sug- 
gested that $125,000 would be a 
proper bond, but Judge Nolte said 
he would require at least $30,000, 
and so ordered.

Judge Nolte said he would not be 
able to go into that question today 
and it was laid over until some 
day next week. In the meantime 
Rosegrant will remain in jail. 

Next Trial-Nov. 19. 

Rosegrant was the first of the six 
persons indicted for the kidnaping 
of Dr. Kelley to go to trial: The 
next trial is set for Nov. 19, when 
either Felix McDonald, a convict, 
or Bart Davit, will go to trial. They 
have obtained severances and the 
State will elect which one will be 
tried first. The fourth defendant 
awaiting trial is Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench of 4736 Westminster place, 
who is at liberty on $25,000 bond. 
Her trial is set for January. 

A fifth defendant, Tommy Wil- 
cers, member of the notorious Shel- 
ton gang, is a fugitive. The sixth, 
John C. Johnson, Negro, who 
turned State’s evidence, was mur- 
dered by a machine gunner last 
May 12.

Manufacture of a dynamite bomb 
was admitted at Clayton today by 
Oscar E. Wells, 34 years old, an 
automobile mechanic, who was ar- 
rested near a new residence on 
Highway 77 with the bomb in his 
possession Thursday night. 


Wolfe cited recent bombings of | 


houses in the county and the as- 
sault early Tuesday of his superior, 
Frosecuting Attorney C. Arthur 


Anderson. A group of men followed 
Ar.derson in a fast automobile from 
Clayton to Lindbergh boulevard, 
south of Kirkwood. They forced 
his car off the pavement and it 
struck a telephone pole. He suf- 
fered concussion of the brain, a 
broken leg and bruises. 


Letter to Deuser. 
The text of Wolfe’s letter follows: 
Mr. P. G. Deuser, 
Sheriff, St. Louis County. 
Dear Sir: 

Such an ominous situation pre- 
vails in St. Louis County that I 
am compelled to direct it to your 
immediate attention. 

This office has reeeived from 
you no report of any nature re- 
specting the recent bombings that 
have taken place. The more re- 
cent assault on the person of C. 
Arthur Anderson has resulted in 
no arrests of which I have been 
informed, regardless of the fact 
that certain well-known hoodlums 
are at large in the county and 
could readily be brought in for 
questioning. 

These indications of the utter 
incompetency of your office to 
cope with situations have caused 
me to seriously consider an ap- 
peal to the Governor for the 
preservation of the county’s peace, 
and I shall make such an appeal 
unless some forthright and intel- 
ligent effort is made at once 
toward the apprehension of those 
perpetrating such outrages.

Meeting of Law Officers Called. 


In the absence of Sheriff Deuser 
from the county, Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Arnold Willmann, on re- 
ceipt of the letter, called a meeting 
of the town Chiefs of Police and 
the township Constables of the 
county for 7 o'clock tonight at the 
Courthouse in Clayton. He said he 
would discuss with them whether 
the situation was “ominous,” as 
charged by Wolfe; whether there 
were any hoodlum hideouts in the 
county, and whether there was any 
need for calling om the Governor to 
preserve peace. 

As to the charge that reports on 
bombings had not been made, Will- 
mann said the sheriff was not re- 
quired to report to the prosecutor 
on crimes until there was evidence 
against persons to be laid before 
the prosecutor. There was nothing 
on which to base any arrests in the 
assault on Anderson, Willmann said, 
because Anderson had been unable 
to describe his assailants. 


Three Homes Bombed in 23 Days. 


There were three new houses 
damaged by bombs in the county 
within 23 days in September. The 
night of Sept. 5 a large home being 
crected for himself by Robert M. 
Berkley, builder, at 36 Fair Oaks, 
Deer Creek, was damaged $2500. 
The night of Sept. 18 another large 
dwelling, being constructed by Jo- 
seph M. Liebowits for the Lenore 
Realty and Investment Co., in Lake 
Forest, Hanley and Clayton roads, 
Richmond Heights, wad bombed, 
also with $2500 damage. The night 
of Sept. 28 a small six-room bunga- 
low at 9270 East Breckenridge ave- 
rue, Overland, was virtually demol- 
ished, with damaged estimated at 


$2200. It had just been completed 
for sale by William H. Duenke, 
builder. 


As told in late editions of yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch, the execu- 
tive committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association has authorized appoint- 
ment of a special committee to in- 
vestigate the assault on Anderson.

“I asked a man there if the 
house was for rent,” Wells con- 


tinued. “He told me it had been 
rented. I drove around a while, 
then returned to that neighborhood 
to wait for this man who was to 
get the bomb. Some _ fellows 
crowded two machines around my 
car and called officers. While we 
were waiting there I threw the 
dynamite out of my mach:.e®’ 
Wells, questioned about three 
bombings in St. Louis County last 
month, asserted the bomb was the 
first he had made. He declared he 
was not informed how the explosive 
was to be used, his only interest 
in the matter being a profit of $8 
from the sale of the dynamite, 
which cost him $2. He said he 
could not recall the name of the 
store where he bought the supplies.

U.S. 1T INTENDS 10 
END TRADE TREATY 


Ambassador Luther in Of- 
ficial Note, Hopes for 
New One Without Most- 


Favored-Nation Clause.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — The 


'German Government announced to- 
| day its intention of terminating its 
‘unconditional most-favored-nation 
commercial treaty with the United 
States on Oct. 14, 1935. 

Dr. Hans Luther, German Ambas- 
sador, served official notice in a 
formal note delivered to Under Sec- 
retary of State Phillips. 

At the same time, he was under- 
stdod to have expressed tne hope 
that a new reciprocal agreement, 


without tne most-favored-nation 
clause, would be negotiated, and 
that mutually profitable’ trade 


would continue. 

The German treaty, the first and 
model of the pacts negotiated by 
this country after it adopted the 
principle of unconditional most- 
favored-nation treatment in com- 
mercial agreements, has governed 
trade and commerce between the 
two nations since 1925. 

Germany's denunciation of the 
treaty climaxes a series of diplo- 
matic representations growing out 
of the Hitler government's _ strict 
control of all imports, extensive 
system of monopolies and drastic 
quota limitations. 

The United States has made sev- 
eral representations to Berlin al- 
leging discrimination against Amer- 
lican goods through operation of 
one or more of the drastic economic 
and financial decrees, and Germany 
called attention to the most-favored- 
nation clause when the United 
States established liquor quotas im- 
mediately after pronibition was re- 
pealed,

A crisis appeared imminent as 
a result of the ousting of Bishop 
Hans Meiser of Bavaria yesterday 
on charges of opposition to the 
Nazi State. 

The mutiny spread rapidly. Start- 
ing in Evangelical ranks after Hit- 
lerites attempted to regiment pro- 
testants, it flared into a demonstra- 
tion by thousands of objectors last 
night. A crowd gathered before 
Nazi headquarters. 

The Reichsbishop was booed; the 
Government was ridiculed; Chancel- 
lor Hitler himself, now in Munich, 
was jeered. 

Bishop Arrested. 

Bishop Meiser and eight other 
opposition leaders were under ar- 
rest. The crowd cried “Heil Meis- 
er” before the Episcopal Palace, 
where the bishop is a prisoner. 

In Berlin, a Nazi throng cheered 
Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels’s ques- 


tion: “Everything else in Germany 
is unified, why not the = state 
churches?” 


Growing antagonism to the rule 
of Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller 
was reported in the Rhineland and 
Westphalia. 

Close Government supervision of 
news sources was apparent at 
Stuttgart, home of Theofil Wurm, 
deposed bishop of Wurttemberg. 
It was reported, however, that the 
Nazis were trying to stem growing 
dissension by ordering many ar- 
rests. 

Talk of “Blood Purge.” 

Wholesale arrests were predicted 
by German alarmists, who expect- 
ed strong Nazi action since Dr, 
August Jaeger, commissioner for 
Protestant churches, called his op- 
ponents traitors. Some even spoke 
of another “blood purge.” 

More conservative circles, how- 
ever, implied that the Nazi church 
administration might not be pre- 
pared to go further than to send 
leaders of the opposition to con- 
centration camps. 

Berlin morning newspapers re 
ported the removal of Bishop Meis- 
er briefly. 

Freedom of worship, the follows 
ers of Meiser concluded, has of- 
ficially ceased for Protestants in 
Germany. 

The ousting of Meiser was 
brought about by Prussian secret 
police imported into Munich by 
Commissioner Jaeger, following a 
popular demonstration by the Ba- 
varian Bishop's followers Thursday, 
when police drew their sabres on 
a crowd singing a hymn of Martin 
Luther and shouting “Heil Meiser, 
down with Mueller!” 

Warning to Government. 

In the absence of Meiser and 
other members of the Bavarian 
Supreme Church Council, Jaeger 
with his Prussian officers invaded 
the administration building of the 
Bavarian Lutheran Church here, 
seized the funds and _ declared 
Bishop Meiser and his associates 
deposed. 

A warning that intervention in 
church affairs might prove a boom- 
reang to the Government was pub- 
lished in the independent church 
organ “Reichsbote.” It said: 

“History tells us that whenever

French Police Think She 
Carried Into Country the

Plotted Assassination. 


PRISONERS GIVE 
DETAILS OF PLOT 


Members of Murder Party 
Said to Have Been Mem- 
bers of Group With 
Headquarters in Hungary

PARIS, Oct. 13—Agents of the 
Surete National are searching for 
@ mysterious Czech woman who 
they believe h:.ndea to Petrus Kale- 
men the machine gun pistol with 
which he assassinated King Alex- 
ander of Yugoslavia and Foreign 
Minister Louis Barthou of France 
at Marseilles Tuesday. 

The secret police think she is 
a member of the band which plot- 
ted the Police are 
certain the woman played an im- 
portant role in the crime, and that 


she brought weapons to the coun- 
try. Had Kalemen or his compan- 
ions been searched up until a short 
time before the assassinations, po- 
lice would have found no weapons. 

Tu.é woman’s name, police said 
is Marie Vjoudroch. She was said 
to be 24 years old. 

Police said she reached Aix Sun- 
day night with four valises. Three 
persons were Known to have visited 
her, and the description of one of 
them resembled that of Kgon Kra 
mer, Kalemen’s companion. Kra- 
mer appeared to have vanished 
trace. 

The Surete National said the ter- 
rorist band “Utashi,” which Yugo- 
Slavia accuses Hungary of harbor- 
ing, was behind the assassinations, 

Two Men Identified. 

Two suspects held in Annemasse 
and two men who escaped the po- 
lice hunt for accomplices of Kale- 
men were identified from photo- 
graphs as members of that Yugo- 
slav refugee organization which is 
alleged to be headed by a man 
named V. E. Paverich. 

It was this organization, said the 
police, which sent the woman with 
the gang’s weapons to France. The 
authorities announced that all the 
members of the “assassination 
squad”. started with Hungarian 
passports for France by way of 
Switzerland from the Jankaruszta 
farm in Hungary where they had 
engaged in target practice with 3C 
other Yugoslav. refugees. 

The two suspects held at Anne- 
masse, Ivan Rajtich and Zvomemer 
Pospechil, gave the French police 
most of this information. 

The Mysterious Doctor. 

Rajtich said that the four squad 
members were met at Lausanne, 
Switzerland, by an unidentified man 
known only as ‘‘Monsieur Le Doc- 
teur’’—the doctor. He bought them 
all new clothes, some of which were 
purchased in Lausanne and others 
in Paris. The police previously had 
announced that Balkan revolutiona- 
ries traditionally dressed the slayer 
who was picked by lot in new 
clothes, prior to the assassination, 
which would be tantamount to his 
own suicide. 

While the identiy of “the doctor” 
was not disclosed, Yugoslav sources 
in Geneva said Dr. Ante Pavelich, 
a fugitive Yugoslav lawyer, had led 
Croat refugees to Italy where they 
accused him of directing a Croat 
revolutionary independence move- 
ment. He was described as a fugi- 
tive former deputy of Yugo-Slavia 
where he was condemned to death 
on charges of revolutionary activ- 
ities after he fled. Paverich and 
Pavelich are thought by the Surete 
to be the same man. 

Rajtich forgot to remove the la- 
bel of the Lausanne dealer who sold 
his new hat and so did Kalemen 
the label of the Paris store where 
his suit was purchased. 

Rajtich ‘said the “Doctor” told 
the band at Lausanne to wait in 
front of the opera at Paris for se- 
cret orders “which probably would 
be to kill the King.” 

Rajtich said that the band went 
from Lausanne to Fontainebleau 
after having been supplied with 
false Czecho-Slovak passports. 
From Fontainebleau they came to 
Paris by motorbus. Here the four 
divided into two parties. 

The Two Fugitives. 

The two fugitives are Sylvester 
Chalny, alias Malny, and Kra- 
mer. Their photographs were iden- 
tified as those of Zilni and Egon 
Kvaternik, Yugoslav terrorists. 

Kvaternik, whose photograph was 
identified by a hotel keeper at Aix- 
en-Provence out of a group sent 
from Belgrade as that of Kramer, 
arrived in Aix-en-Provence Oct. 7. 
He took a taxicab at the station 
and had his driver stop at a street 
corner to pick up a “beautiful, tall 
woman” with four handbags. 

Kvaternik was joined on the fol- 
lowing day by Kalemen and Chalny. 
Then Kvaternik, said the hotel 
keeper, paid his bill and departed, 
presumably for Fontainebleau. The 
woman, Kalemen, and Chalny 
checked out of their hotels Oct. 
9, the day of the assassination. 

A sailor, Antoine Olah, was ar- 
rested in Marseilles where the Su- 
rete National immediately began 
Erilling him as a suspected accom-

Clever detective work brought 
about the confession of Pospechil 
that he was a member of the revo- 
lutionary band, thought by police 
to have headquarters in Hungary 
The accused bought a pair of shoes 
in Lausanne. Police there, tracing 
the movements of four men known 
to have been in the city, discovered 
this. 

The number o: the shoes was ob- 
tained and forwarded to Judge 
Petit, who spent long hours ques- 
tioning Pospechil. When the lat- 
ter’s shoes and those of Rajtich, 
the then suspect, were removed, 
Pospechil turned pale, and _ then 
began to talk. 

Pospechil had told his questioners 
he would never disclose his identity 
“since it would mean my death.” 
Asked who directed his activities, 
he had said “God directs me.” 

Police think the plot was planned 
for a long time, with the conspir- 
ators efficiently organized. The 
search for suspects was renewed 
with greater energy as the question- 
ing of the men held at Annemasse 
continued. Several Yugoslavs and 
other foreigners were arrested at 
widely separated points, but most 
of them were released. 


A tramp supposed to be a Yugo- 

slay was picked up at Truseille 
near Annemasse. He was taken 
to Annemasse for questioning. 
A German, Wilhelm Willinger, 
who was arrested at Calais, was 
released today when police were 
convinced he was a tourist, but a 
spokesman for Munich headquar- 
ters said: “They are trying by hook 
or by crook to drag Germany into 
this affair.” 


Petit quoted Pospechil as saying: 

“If I had received an order to 
execute the King I would execute 
the King at the risk of my own 
head because this order would 
come from ae revolutionary. or- 
ganization of which 1 am a mem- 
ber.” 

Petit said Pospechil was unmar- 
ried, lived at Budapest, and was 
born in Yugoslavia in 1904. 

Condemned to death by default 
in a Yugoslav court, he fled from 
the country, going first to Austria 
and then to Hungary. There he met 
other Yugoslav exges who banded 
together to plot terrorist acts in 
Yugoslavia, the police official said. 
He left Hangary and went to 
Munich, where, Petit said, he met 
two other men. The three contin- 
ued to Zurich where they were 
joined by two others, among them 
Kalemen, 

Plot to Wreck Train. 
The French authorities believe 
the terrorist gang plotted to wreck 
Alexander’s train between Marseil- 
les and Paris if the attempt on his 
life at Marseilles failed. 

No Other Nation Accused, 

The Surete National emphasized 
there was absolutely no evidence to 
implicate any foreign country in 
the crime. A _ report published 
abroad to that effect is “complete- 
ly false,” it was said. 

The Nationalist press here de- 
manded that France and Yugosla- 
via call a meeting of the League 
council under article eleven of the 
covenant, charging that “the Hun- 
garian Government ‘bears a large 
measure at least of moral respon- 
sibility for the assassinations.” 
Through the League council alone 
the press said, could full light be 
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shed on the affair and that “if the 
league council shirks its duty, se- 
rious consequences are to. be 
feared.” 

The Saar Governing Commission, 
a dependency of the League, sus- 
pended two newspapers in the Saar 
Valley from publication for two 
weeks because of their comments 
on the Marseilles assassinations. 
The newspapers barred are the 
Communist Arbeiter Zeitung and 
the Socialist Deutsche Freiheit. 


BALKAN INSURGENTS 
IN SECRET ORDERS 


Petrus Kalemen’s queer tattooing 
and French police investigations 
into an “international terror ring” 
have revived interest in Balkan se- 
cret societies. 

Tattooed on the arm of Kalemen, 
who shot King Alexander of 
Yugoslavia and French Foreign 
Minister Barthou, police found the 
letters IMRO. This is the symbol 
of the International Macedonian 
Revolutionary Organization. 

That group, its membership 
taken from Macedonian minorities 
throughout the Balkans, fights for 
Macedonian autonomy under Bul- 
garia. Investigators think, how- 
ever, Kalemen’s insignia was mere- 
ly to throw them off the track. 

Another Macedonian revolution- 
ary group is the Ochrid, which 
urges absolute independence for 
that people. There was nothing, 
however, to connect Kalemen with 
Ochrid. 

Because the letters tattooed on 
his arm were of the Croat alpha- 
bet, some investigators advanced 
the theory that he might have be- 
longed to the Ustaschi, or Croat 
Insurrectors, which seeks Croatia’s 
independence. 

Police at Annemasse, France, af- 
ter questioning two men held as 
Suspected accomplices of Kalemen, 
said they might belong to another 
Yugoslav group called Paverich. 

Dispatches from Geneva pointed 
to the so-called Janka Puszta, al- 
leged terror group with headquar- 
ters just over the Yugoslav border 
in Hungary, as possible instigators 
of the crime. The Hungarian For- 
eign Minister denied any such or- 
ganization existed in his nation. 


Britain Wants League Inquiry If 
Situation Becomes Strained. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 13.—The British 
Government wants the League of 
Nations to take responsibility for 
investigating the Marseilles assas- 
sinations should international rela- 
tions become strained, it was said 
authoritatively today. 

Leaders of the Government are 
watching disclosures indicating an 
international terrorist organization 
with members from Italy, Hun- 
gary and other nations was con- 
nected with the assassinations. 

If it is proved the plot originated 
in Hungary, it was feared a criti- 
cal situation may arise.

OY KING ARRIVES 
AT BELGRADE 10 
TAKE THE THRONE 


Receives Tremendous Ova- 
tion As He Reaches Cap- 
ital of Yugoslavia With 
Widowed Mother. 


(Copyright, 1934, by tne Associated Press.) 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Oct. 
13.—The boy King Peter II arrived 
here today to take the throne 
of his murdered father. He was ac- 
companied by the widowed Queen 
Marie and her mother, dowager 
Queen Marie of Rumania. 

Three weeks ago the 11-year-old 
boy left here a simple schoolboy on 
his way to school in England. 

From London he went to Paris 


with his grandmother. In Paris 

he joined his mother and began the 

trip home on a special train. 
Arrival of the Train. 

There had been some uneasiness 
among the waiting officials at the 
station, when the train did not ar- 
rive at the appointed hour. At 9:05 
a. m., 10 minutes late, and to the 
accompaniment of the Yugoslav na- 
tional anthem, the train rolled 
slowly into the station. 

Peter was hatless and dressed in 
a gray overcoat, with a black band 
on his sleeve, and long fray trous- 
ers. He smiled at Regent-Prince 
Paul and Princess Olga, who were 
the first to greet him. He received 
a tremendous ovation from a crowd 
which had waited all night to greet 
him. He waved his handkerchief 
to the throng. 

Then the Marshal of the court 
took him by the hand and led him 
to inspect the guard of honor and 


receive the report of the com- 
mander. 
On the Marshal's instructions, 


Peter recited in his shrill boyish 
voice the military greetifig, “God 
help you.” The guards replied “God 
help you.” 

Peter then turned solemnly to 
greet the crowd of Generals—dis- 
tinguished old men—who bent with 
difficulty to grasp his tiny hand. 

Shakes Hands With Officials. 

Peter then shook hands with the 
Prime Minister, all members of the 
Government and ladies-in-waiting. 

In the royal reception room of 
the station Peter was greeted by 
the head of the Yugoslav church, 
the Patriarch, Catholic Archbishop 
of Belgrade, Chief Rabbi, and Reis 
Ul Ulina, head of the Moslem 
church. 

Peter’s mother, who had to be 
supported by her mother, was next 
greeted by waiting dignitaries. 

There was a strong emotional 
scene as Prince Paul greeted the 
widow. She appeared on the verge 
of breakdown. The waiting crowds 
could be heard sobbing. 

The mayor of Belgrade then went 
forward and offered Peter the tra- 
ditional bread and salt on a silver 
platter, the sign of true Slavic wel- 
come. Peter took the bread, dipped 
it in the salt and ate it. 

Trip to the Palace. 

Then began the trip to the palace 
in a closed automobile, with Peter 
sitting between nis mother and 
; andmother. 

The streets were lined with troops, 
police and spectators. Overhead 
squadrons of military airplanes cir- 
cled about. 

The two queens wept. Peter, see- 
ing along the route long lines of 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts of which 
he is the commander, waved to the 
children who cheered him wildly. 

At the palace Peter rushed to his 
two younger brothers, threw his 
arms around them, and kissed them 
repeatedly. 

Tomislav, 6, who had not been 
told of his father’s murder at Mar- 
seilles, asked, “But Peter, where is 
papa?” 

“Oh, brother, he’s gone on a long 
journey,” Peter replied. 

Peter took his place yesterday on 
the regency council. The meeting 
was informal, designed to acquaint 
all members of the regency with the 
young King, whom some of the 
regents had not yet met. Peter’s 
coronation will not occur until he 
is 18 ears old. 

Extreme precautions were taken 
by the police and the army to pre- 
vent a repetition of the Marseilles 
tragedy. No one except Govern- 
ment officers and relatives of the 
royal family was permitted to go 
within reach of Peter. 

Since Alexander’s assassination 
the police have been rounding up 
hundreds of suspects and in some 
cases have searched houses, but no 
instance of any real plot was dis- 
covered. 

Complete order continues through- 
out the country. 

The King’s Sarcophagus. 

King Alexander will be buried in 
a magnificent bronze sarcophagus 
similar to that used in the inter- 
ment of the Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand, the victim of the Sarejevo 
assassination in 1914 which resulted 
in.the World War. 

Alexander’s casket, which is be- 
ing made in Vienna by a famous 
firm of Austrian coffin makers, is 
almost a duplicate of the bronze 
casket in which Chancellor Engel- 
bert Dollfuss, also an assassin’s vic- 
tim, was buried. 

Yugoslav authorities intrusted 
the making of a casket sufficiently 
fine for their King to the Vienna 
firm which for 300 years has made 
the bronze tombs of Austria’s Haps- 
burg emperors and empresses, in- 
cluding those for Marie Theresa, 
the Empress Elizabeth, and the 
murdered Crown Prince Rudolph. 

Oddly, the same Austrian coffin 
makers made the bronze vault which 
incloses the remains of Alexander's 
grandfather, the first Alexander

Embassy Announces 75 
Pct. of $2,100,000 Inter- 
est Due Oct. 15 on 
Dawes Loan Will be Met.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The 
German Embassy has announced 
that the Hitler Government will pay 
about 75 per cent of the $2,100,00C 
in interest due American holders 
of $60,000,000 in Dawes loan bonds 
due Oct. 15. Dr. Hans Luther, the 
German Ambassador, will call at 
the State Department today to no- 
tify Secretary Hull of his Govern- 
ment’s decision. 

The interest payments’ will 
amount to about $1,575,000 and will 
be made by transfers to be dis- 
bursed through J. P. Morgan & Co. 
American agents for the pay- 
ments. 

At the Embassy it was stated 
that every possible effort had been 
made to find a solution to the fi- 
nancial problems arising from non- 
payment of Dawes bond interest. 
Previously it ha been said the in- 
terest would not be paid and oOffi- 
cial protests had ensued. 

Interest “Frozen” Since July 1. 

The Oct. 15 payments will be 
made, it was said, despite the fact 
that Germany’s foreign currency 
has been greatly depleted and that 
the German Government has been 
unable to enter into any arrange- 
ment with the United States sim- 
ilar to agreemenis made with Great 
Britain, France and other nations 
for full payment. 

Germany’s moratorium on trans- 
fer of interest payments outside 
Germany has “frozen” the interest 
fund since July 1 and resulted in 
several sharp diplomatic exchanges. 
The United States sent two strong- 
ly worded notes to Berlin protesting 
against payment in full of interest 
to Dutch, Swiss and other bond- 
holders while American payments 
were held up. an addition, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt broke diplomatic 
precedent by inviting the German 
Ambassador to the White House 
where he _ protested in person 
against Germany’s discriminatory 
action. 

50 Pct. Deposited July 1. 

The Embassy announced that on 
last July 1 its Government deposit- 
ed 50 per cent of the amount due 
on Oct. 15 with the Dawes loan 
trustees at Basel, Switzerland. The 
deposit is in cash and is available 
to all creditors, including American 
bondholders. Tr American share 
in dollars, is estimated at about 
$1,000,000. 

Special arrangements have been 
made through agreements between 
Germany and Great Britain, France 
Switzerland, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, Sweden and Italy, whereby 
bondholders in those countries wil) 
be paid in full in foreign exchange. 

Sufficient foreign exchange is not 
available to make full payments to 
all bondholders and so, according 
to the Embassy announcement 
American bondholders and other: 
not covered by the special agree. 
ments will be paid partly in Reichs- 
marks. The Reichsmarks may be 
left in Germanwv or sold at a dis- 
count in Germany. The discount 
on marks has ranged between 30 
and 40 per ccnt and the Embassy 
estimates that American bondhold- 
ers will therefore receive about 7E& 
per cent of the total due.

Before his removal Bishop Meiser 
addressed an open letter to Reichs- 
bishop Mueller, declaring he owed 
it to God and history to commit 
himself positively to his religious 
views. 

“It is interolerable,” he said, “that 
responsible men in the church re- 
gime should play with the thought 
of a German national church.” 


Rebuked by Hitler. 


In a letter sent by Presidential 
Secretary Ott Meisener on behalf of 
Hitler, the two insurgent bishops 
had been told their assertion that 
Reichsbishop Mueller’s church 
measures were unconstitutional was 
“not founded on fact.” 

“Likewise,” the Chancellor had 
been put on record as saying, “the 
statements you make as to the ex- 
tent of the disciplinary measures 
taken against ministers of the gos- 
pel do not accord with the facts. 
Above all no clergymen have been 
disciplined on account of questions 
of faith. 

In an immediate reply Bishop 
Wurm offered to give definite proof 
of his statement. 

Hitler then broke off all com- 
munication with Wurm and Com- 
missioner Jaeger, ruled that in 
denying the correctness of Hitler’s 
assertion Meiser and Wurm made 
the.uiselves guilty of opposing the 
State. 

Protestant oppositional circles 
openly resented the fact that Hitler, 
who still insists he is a Roman 
Catholic, was acting, as one prom- 
inent member put it, “as though he 
was a Lutheran ruler.” 


Goebbels Says Nazis Will Extend 
Anti-Jewish Fight Abroad. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Oct. 13.—Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, Nazi Minister of Propa- 


ganda, in an address last night to 
16,000 Nazis, referred sarcastically 
to a protest in some quarters that 
the removal from office of Bishops 
Meiser and Wurm was “harsh 
treatment.” 

“Everything else in Germany is 
unified, why not the state 
churches?” Goebbels demanded. 
“Christ never speficied that there 
should be 28 state churches.” 

The church, Goebbels continued, 
presented the only field still to 
conform to Nazism. 

Goebbels discussed the American 
textile strike, the assassination of 
King Alexander and the Spanish re- 
volt. All these events, he said, pre- 
sent evidence of an international 
disorder which should bring alarm 
to statesmen and should prove to 
be .a vindication of Germany 
“where peace prevails through Nazi 
discipline.”

A $100 COUNTERFEIT 


Bogus Bank Note Thought to 
Be One of Several Passed 
During Series. 


“When Herbert Buchman, presi- 
dent of the Donnelly Automobile 
Co., 2217 Locust street, made his 
usual morning deposit at Boat- 
men’s Nationa! Bank yesterday, he 
was told by the teller that a $100 
bill was counterfeit. 

“You're kidding,” Buchman _re- 


plied. “Why, Pepper Martin gave 
it to me, and he said he got it from 
a tobacco company for using his 
name in an advertisement. Won't 
Pepper get a big kick out of that?” 

Martin is the Cardinals’ star third 
baseman, who won fame in the 
world series of 1931 and almost du- 
plicated his feats in this year’s se- 
ries. 

“Martin purchased a _ collapsible 
camping trailer at 6:30 o'clock 
Thursday night.” Buchman said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “It cost 
$640. Except for the $100 bill, Mar- 
tin paid the balance in checks. 

“TIT asked him if the bill was any 
good, and he asked ‘why’. Then I 
told him of the counterfeit money 
that had been passed in St. Louis 


during the world series.” 
Martin replied, according to 
Buchman: “The heck you say. 


Well, you don’t have to worry about 
this one because it is one I got 
from the tobacco company.” The 
reason Buchman is sure the money 
came from Martin is that it was the 
only $100 bill he had received that 
day. 

The counterfeit bill was turned 
over to Federal agents for investi- 
gation. It is thought to be one 
passed during the series, when six 
counterfeits of $100 bills turned up. 
Five of them were passed on the 
Roosevelt Hotel, Park Plaza Hotel 
and the Bismarck Cafe, 412 North 
Twelfth boulevard, while the sixth 
was detected at Hotel Chase, caus- 
ing the arrest of one man. 

Martin, who lived at the Forest 
Park Hotel during the world series, 
departed with his wife by automo- 
bile, with the trailer attached, for 
Oklahoma City at midnight Thurs- 
day.

PAROLED YOUTH ARRESTED

PLEA TO NRA TO HALT 
GASOLINE PRICE WAR 


{8 St. Louis Dealers Ask Gov- 


ernment to Intervene in 
East Side Fight. 
Charging that major oil com- 
panies are seeking to drive low 


cost independent dealers out of 
business through a price war, 
which was started on the East 


Side, the Petroleum Association of 
Greater St. Louis, composed of 18 
low-cost operators, has _ notified 
President Roosevelt that its mem- 
bers will be forced to abandon NRA 
wage and hour provisions, unless 
the Government intervenes. 

At a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the associated low- 
cost dealers Thursday night it was 
decided to surrender their Blue 
Eagles, unless a Federal mediator 
is sent to East St. Louis to settle 
the price war. Activity in the East 
Side price war has been concen- 
trated in the “regular” grade gaso- 
line which is now selling at 99 
cents a gallon, as compared with 
16.4 two weeks ago. Ethyl gaso- 
line is 18.4 cents a gallon, while 
the third grade, formerly 
cheapest, is selilng at 15 cents, 5.1 
cents a gallon more than “regular” 
gasoline. 

The low cost operators predict 
that the price war will spread to 


the | 


St. Louis, pointing to a cent a gal- 
lon cut on the Missouri side of the 
river this week as indicative of the 
trend toward a price, which they 
believe will drop to 10 cents a gal- 
lon if the price cutting is not halt- 
ed. Such tactics on the part of the 
major companies will cause the low- 
cost independents to close their 
stations, an officer of the Petroleum 
Association of Greater St. Louis, 
stated. 

In the telegrams to President 
Roosevelt and other Government 
officials, the low-cost dealers charge 
their major competitors with giv- 
ing secret discounts, in violation of 
the petroleum code. 

“The object,” the telegrams state, 
“is to have their contract stations 
(obtain the volume and force us into 
‘contract line, or into bankruptcy. 
‘Monopoly of big oil companies with 
‘ultimately higher consumer prices 
and ruin for independents and their 
employes will result. Present ruin- 
ous prices merely bait.” 

United States Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark, whose help was 
sought by the dealers, replied as 
follows: “Am tahing matter up with 
‘proper officials and will do every- 
thing possible.”

OPERATED ON IN EFFORT 
TO FIND CAUSE OF COMA 


V. Thompson Jr., Unconscious 

19 Weeks, Is Given Spinal Air 

Test for Cyst. 

An operation was performed at 
St. Louis County Hospital yester- 
day on Emmett V. Thompson Jr, 
to determine the cause of the coma 
in which he has lain since he was 
injured in an automobile accident 
19 weeks ago. 

The operation consisted of forc- 
ing oxygen into the spinal cerebral 
column through a hollow needle in 
an effort to learn whether there 
is a cyst or blister formation press- 
ing on the brain or spinal column, 
By a variation of the air pressure 
as it is forced through the spinal 
column, surgeons are usually able 
to determine the presence of such 
a cyst or blister formation. X-rays 
can then be taken to determine the 
location. 

The results of the operation have 
not yet been disclosed. Thompson, 
22 years old, was injured when his 
automobile overturned after strik- 
ing a concrete culvert.

' Too Many ~.1wyers? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T was interesting, rather amusing, but 
Lat the same time annoying, to read 
the article in a recent issue of the 
Post-Dispatch under the heading, “Bar 
Overcrowded, Missouri Survey Report In- 
dicates.” It states that it is estimated 
55 per cent of the lawyers now practicing 
in the State could handle all available 
law business. 

I have read former articles in the press 
furnished by the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion relative to their problems, and I am 
not favorably impressed with the appar- 
ent disposition of that organization. I 
know that I am not alone in the impres- 
sion that in trying to gain public confi- 
dence, they are losing ‘* by reason of 
their obviously selfish objective and their 
misdirected efforts to remedy the dis- 
graceful situation of the legal profession 
in Missouri. 

Can it be that a chosen group of lawyers 
is disturbed because a number of pro- 
gressive and ambitious young men and 
women is going to enter the sacred pro- 
fession and, from al] appearances, usurp 
their power and livelihood? Such logic 
defies imagination. 

Is there anything unusual about the 
fact that 55 per cent of the lawyers could 
handle all of the available law business 
under present conditions? I dare say that 
40 per cent, possibly 30 per cent, of the 
physicians could handle all the available 
medical practice in the State; probably 
less than 40 per cent of the dentists 
could handle all the dental business at 
the present time. The lawyers are by 
no means the only ones suffering from 
“excessive competition.” 

It is generally conceded today that the 
unbalanced state of affairs is due not to 
“over-production” (in this case, of law- 
yers) but. to “under-consumption” (insuf- 
ficient use of professional services). 
Could not this simple economic fact be 
made the basis of a constructive pro- 
gram to overcome what seems to be an 
overcrowded. condition? 

The present program of the bar asso- 
ciation, by which it hopes to solve the 
problem, is one of limiting the number 
of incoming lawyers, when the more ur- 
gent need is, as I see it, greater discipline 
among attorneys practicing at the pres- 
ent time. The problem r-colves itself to 


ELECTION FRAUDS IN ST., LOUIS. 

Following charges of gross election frauds in the 
Nineteenth Ward, the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners has suspended 66 judges and clerks of elec- 
tion in 11 precincts. The charges grew out of a re- 
count ordered as a result of contests filed by candi- 
dates for Justice of the Peace and Constable. It is 
reported that the secretly conducted recount has added 
1000 votes to the official total received by one of the 
contestants, and that the contestants gained as many 
as 100 votes in individual precincts. 

Peter T. Barrett told Judge Ryan that in his 30 
years’ experience he had never before observed such 
glaring election. irregularities. He said that in the 
Nineteenth Ward apparently no effort was made to 
count the votes, the election officers certifying them 
“as they pleased.” “In the Fifth Ward,” he con- 
tinued, “they were a little more clever. In some of 
the precincts, they made the ballots correspond to the 
official returns, but we found some of the ballots 
in the boxes had not even been folded.” 

These revelations come on the heels of findings 
by the newly formed Non-Partisan Honest Election 
Committee. The committee conducted an investiga- 
tion showing that 1884 names on registration lists 
in 14 precincts of various wards, including the 
Fourth, were improper. The addresses given in some 
cases were discovered to be vacant lots. The names 
of dead persons, of a penitentiary prisoner and of a 
Hollywood star were found on the books. From one 
two-story building, with shops downstairs and three 
rooms upstairs, 53 persons were registered. From 
a hotel which had been closed for three months, 75 
names were on the books. 

The findings of the committee were laid before the 
Board of Election Commissioners and before the 
grand jury. The board, after making a check of its 
own, stated that 717 names cited by the committee 
were properly on the books, but admitted that it was 
unable to find the other 1167 persons. Nor is the 
theory admissible that ell of them had moved since 
the registration last summer, since the commitee’s 
evidence in many cases shows that the addresses 
given were false ones, as in the instance of vacant 
lots. 

It begins to look as if a city-wide investigation is 
in order, and that a condition has arisen rivaling 
that one 30 years ago, which was cleaned up by 
Joseph W. Folk. The Election Board has acted 
promptly and wisely in suspending election officials 
in the Nineteenth Ward, but much remains to be done 
to convince the public that other wards are not sat- 
urated with election chicanery. , 

An ironic commentary on the disclosures is the 

attitude of numerous politicians toward the suggest- 
ed system of permanent registration. They have op- 
posed it on the ground that our present system con- 
tains better safeguards against fraud. While we re- 
alize no registration system is perfect, permanent 
registration, as it has been put into effect in Mil- 
waukee, Detroit, Louisville and many other cities, 
is far superior in its prevention of dishonest elec- 
tions. That is wholly apart from its money-saving 
feature (St. Louis, it is estimated, could save $150,000 
annually with permanent registration) and its con- 
venience to voters. 
While awaiting further action by the grand jury 
and the Board of Election Commissioners to prevent 
frauds at the November election, it behooves every 
public-spirited citizen to work for the complete aboli- 
tion of the present system and for the enactment by 
the next Legislature of permanent registration.

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HABS CONTINUES. 


The CWA fund under which the Historic American 
Buildings Survey began its work last January is ex- 
hausted, but the work of photographing and measur- 
ing outstanding old buildings over the country is to 
continue. This is the result of an agreement among 
the National Park Service, the American Institute of 
Architects and the Library of Congress. They realize 
the importance of this undertaking as a means of 
preserving for posterity the records of the past. As 
their compact phrases it, “The clearest record of the 
nation’s life lies in the structures it has built.” 

America has been too heedless of these relics, and 
they have disappeared before the inroads of age, of 
tire and of new building. In fact, since the survey 
began, nine of the buildings measured in Massachu- 
setts have been demolished, one in Kentucky has 
burned and a covered bridge has collapsed. A mag- 
nificent old house in Maryland was destroyed by 
lightning before the survey reached it. 

The work of HABS is continuing in some districts 
through use of local funds. Elsewhere, the three new 
sponsors hope to build a,permanent record of Amer.

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ADVICE FROM THE LETTER COLUMN. 

In Letters From the People Wednesday, a writer 
urged citizens to exercise care in voting for candi- 
dates for the Legislature. Those are the men, it was 
pointed out, to whom we intrust the making of our 
laws. The office, therefore, is of the highest impor- 
tance. Voters should cast their ballots with a full 
realization of that fact. 

Voters have heard this many times. They cannot 
hear it too often. They cannot follow this advice too 
conscientiously. We all know, for challenging ex- 
ample, the pressing need for reform of our criminal 
jurisprudence. We know the sincere efforts that have 
been made to accomplish this imperative reform. We 
know that those efforts have failed, and why. The 
responsibility is directly chargeable to the Legisla- 
ture. It is that body which must modernize our 
rules of court practice, rip away the unfair advan- 
tages the professional criminal enjoys, give the law- 
abiding citizen as fair a chance before the law as the 
gangster. 

The Emersonian aphorism that “an institution is 
but the lengthened shadow of a man” is again perti- 
nent. A Legislature largely reflects the spirit and 
resolution of the administrative head. An executive 
with the quality of leadership can determine pretty 
well the character of legislation. Whether Gov. Park 
will rise to the opportunity remains to be seen. As 
citizens, however, we can meet our obligation by 
electing legislators who will do their duty. 
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HIGHWAYS FOR TRUCKS. 

The controversy over the use of the new Highway 
No. 66 into St. Louis from the west raises an issue 
that must in time become acute in the United States. 
It can end only one way: We must have separate 
trunk highways for trucks. 

What has happened on 66 epitomizes the national 

situation. This trunk highway was originally 18 feet 
wide. It followed the old trail from St. Louis to 
Texas, the trail over which Doniphan’s men marched 
to the Mexican War. It is the highway to Oklahoma, 
to Texas. Soon after it was built, the traffic upon 
it necessitated widening the highway where it enters 
St. Louis. The other trunk highways coming into 
the city have been made from 40 to 60 feet wide. It 
was impossible to carry out such an improvement on 
66 without considering the wisdom of building a new 
approach to the city and one following a more direct 
route than the old circuitous Springfield pike. 
The result was the new 66, which runs 30 miles 
west of the city limits to Gray Summit... The new 
66 is, for the most part, 60 feet wide. Ultimately, it 
will be 60 feet throughout. The old 66 from Gray 
Summit into the city became No. 50. Now comes the 
Missouri Public Service Commission with an order 
that hereafter the trucks of some 41 freight service 
companies must follow the old route coming into 
the city. According to J. C. Collett, chairman of 
the commission, this will affect one-fifth of the truck 
traffic on highways 66 and 50 into St. Louis from 
the west, the remaining four-fifths being outside the 
commission's juridiction. 

Thus, the new highway is being reserved in effect 
for passenger traffic. The trucking companies are 
objecting to this change. They say the old highway 
out to Gray Summit is not wide enough for modern 
commercial traffic. It is too crooked. It has too 
many sharp curves in it. It is dangerous. They say 
that if trucks are to follow the old route into the 
city, the highway must be widened and straightened 
out. 

Here, then, comes the camel which is to get its 
nose in the tent. The trucks make passenger traffic 
on the new 66 dangerous. The accidents which have 
resulted from widening and straightening the high- 
way have been too great a toll for passenger traffic 
to pay. Since there is another highway into the city 
from Gray Summit, the commission tells the trucks 
they must take the other highway.

To return to Mussolini, his finesse on this occa-

aviation mission, were seated on the platform when 
he made the remark. Presumably, the orator had his 
back to them, so they got only his words, not his 
mannerism, and accounted for the roar of laughter 
(until they read the papers) as an Italian idiosyn- 
crasy. And if Il Duce ever wants to smooth matters 
with Paris, he can explain that a bug flew into his 
eye. Talleyrand and Metternich could have learned 
the fine points of their profession from him.

Pointing out that changes are going on everywhere, banking leader says America must 
correct its past mistakes, a work of rebuilding, not of destruction; finds much 
real progress under New Deal, but thinks no one can indorse all its acts; praises 
aid of intelligent criticism; has faith in constructive purposes of administration.

of us know that. Perhaps none of us 

fully realizes it. Russia, Italy, Germany, 
even England and France, all have had rad- 
ical changes the last decade. Mighty changes 
have come about in our own country. In 
many respects, the old order has _ passed. 
Under it, many and grievous mistakes were 
made and abuses suffered, and these musi 
never be allowed again. On the other hand, 
it is not necessary to destroy the founda- 
tions of this Government or of its business 
structure. We need only to repair and re- 
build the superstructure. 

In a program for recovery, each of us has 
a responsibility and an obligation. The pro- 
gram, both as to plan and operation, is not 
a matter which concerns only the lawmak- 
ers in Washington or in various state cap- 
itals. It does not concern only a_ small 
group of so-called leaders in various com- 
munities. In a calm, thoughtful way, the 
men and women of America, all of them, 
must work out their salvation. 

Under the program, there will be no place 
for greed or selfishness. All of us must 
acquire the habit of seeing further than the 
ends of our own noses. We must acquire 
the habit of thinking in broad terms. It is 
well indeed for a man to think of himself 
and of his family, of his business, of his 
church and of his political party; but hav- 
ing done all that, he has not done enough 
if he leaves out a fair consideration for the 
rights and welfare of his neighbor 

* . * 

Business has prospered in America under 
the capitalistic system. I think it should 
be continued, but it will endure only if con- 
ducted on a basis of proper regard for the 
welfare and contentment of the people. 

A way will be found to put back to work 
the 10,000,000 people who are unemployed. 
Natural forces will inevitably cause business 
recovery to make a complete comeback. Po- 
litical or economic measures which may be 
tried will, at the most, only hasten or retard. 

The crying need in Washington today is 
for experienced advisers. The professors 
are earnest and sincere, but as Elbert Hub- 
bard once said of them, “They know so many 
things which are not so.” 

[ have high admiration for President 
Roosevelt, for his courage, his integrity and 
his energy. Much real progress has been 
made, and more will be made. Perhaps none 
of us indorse all of the things that are in- 
cluded in the New Deal. The NRA, for in- 
stance, must be rebuilt from the ground up. 
Whether the codes stand or fall, I firmly be- 
lieve that business men of all classes can 
thank the NRA for the lesson that cut- 
throat competition is suicidal and business 
without profit is a delusion and a enare. 

We realize that we cannot go on indefi- 
nitely piling up huge Government debts. The 
Federal debt has increased 10 billion dollars 
since the Coolidge administration. It is true 
that while Government securities are being 
issued at the rate of about four billion dol- 
lars per year, the annual output of state, 
municipal and corporation bonds has been 
cut. Thus the total debt of the countrv is 
growing at a lesser rate than it has for years. 

We realize the dangers of excessive bu- 


W: are living in a world of change. All 


reaucracy in government. We realize the 
danger of permanent invasion by the Gov- 
ernment into the various fields of business. 
We realize that private initiative is, in the 
last analysis, the force that will bring us 
back on firm ground. We realize the vital 
necessity of fair and reasonable profits in 
business. The business of the country has 
been built with profit as an incentive, and 
to remove this incentive would be fatal. 

We realize the necessity of balancing the 
budget as soon as humanly possible; but we 
also realize that the New Deal, with all its 
faults and weaknesses and mistakes, has 
brought this country back from the brink 
of despair and has put it on a basis from 
which we may proceed with courage and 
confidence to the attainment of complete 
recovery. 
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I have little patience with those who hold 
that any criticism of the New Deal or of the 
administration is treason. Constructive and 
intelligent criticism is very much in order. 
Loose and irresponsible talk is always un- 
fortunate. The Washington Post, ably ed- 
ited by Eugene Meyer, said in a recent 
editorial that the Republican party needs a 
program and a leader. Let us hope that the 
opposition party will be able to offer the 
country at this time a well-set-up alternative 
plan. The people would then have the op- 
portunity of judging between two well-con- 
ceived programs. 

The people want to know when employ- 
ment can be restored and how. They want 
to know when and through what means the 
farmers will again be able to produce nor- 
mal crops and market them profitably. As 
long as there is unemployment among mil- 
lions of our people and widespread distress 
among the farmers, we are not going to get 
very far in talking about preserving the 
Constitution and the sanctity of individual 
rights. 

Thirteen per cent of the United States is 
now on the relief roll. This means a total 
of between 15,000,000 and 16,000,000 people. 
The total cost of public relief, Federal, state 
and municipal, is running between three and 
four billion dollars a year. Do you wonder 
then that radical sentiment in this country 
is increasing? 

It is hard to understand, but the fact is 
that the United States is behind the rest of 
the world in recovery. Business is stil] 27 
per cent below normal, although it is 33 per 
cent better than at the low point in 1933. 
Commodities are up 25 per cent from the 
low, and wages are higher than ever in the 
history of the country when purchasing pow- 
er of the wage is taken into account. Not- 
withstanding the ever-increasing dissatisfac- 
tion with the Bankhead bill, the farm income 
this year is estimated at eight billion dollars.

OW we are whisked to Ozanam 
N Shelter for just a glimpse, hav- 
ing already been told of its or- 
igin and purpose. The kitchen was 
the scene of greatest activity. Four 
paid chefs in white uniforms assist- 
ed by a corps of volunteer helpers, 
also in white, were preparing great 
kettles of stewed vegetables with 
meat, slicing bread and arranging 
for dispensing food cafeteria fash- 
ion. There was a long row of glow- 
ing ranges and over 100 gallons of 
coffee was being brewed in a tall 
copper container Already lines 
were forming in the halls and the 
first relay of diners was eating at 
long bare tables in the dining room. 
Only 45 minutes are consumed in 
serving 1150 men, so systematic are 
the arrangements. Men are cared 
for here at a cost of 18 cents each 
per day. 
In a big courtyard at the back 
of the building on benches under

trees sat hundreds of men, mostly 
old, waiting their turns in the sup- 
per line. Types there were of ev- 
ery description. Those who still 
retained indefinable earmarks of 
some success in life; those who 
probably gave up the struggle long 
ago; those whose grip on the lad- 
der had been forcibly wrested from 
them; some who never had made 
much of an effort; some who were 
sunk in despondency; some who 
had an air of determination even 
yet, but all reduced to a common 
fate by one pitiless fact, no provi- 
sions now for old age. Dormitories 
were unlocked to show us double- 
decked iron beds or single cots. 
Doors are locked against encour- 
aging the habit of sleeping the day 
away when it is better to be out in 
the open or occupied with recrea- 
tion, such as billiards, cards, check- 
ers, reading matter, which are pro- 
vided. Most of the old men spend 
their time talking, gossiping, argu- 
ing, reminiscing or just brooding 
over the way life has treated them, 
we were told. 

Then to Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital for a rapid tour 
escorted by Dr. Fred Taussig. The 
X-ray room, numerous _ technical 
and research laboratories, the op- 
erating rooms. The wards occupied 
to capacity by 44 men and women 
patients. The building is inade- 
quate. There is always a_ long 
waiting list. One floor still awaits 
completion, in contrast to many 
elaborate hospital buildings which 
have more room than patients. Pri- 
vate rooms occupied by post-opera- 
tive cases and the radium treat- 
ment rooms where patients are iso- 
lated chiefly to safeguard the valu- 
able element.

This is the only absolutely free 
skin and cancer hospital except one 
in London, Conditions under which 
it was founded and endowed deny 
the invaluable facilities and _ re- 
sources here to persons who can

Our last visit was to the Visiting 
Nurses’ Association, 3664 Olive 
street, recently moved into newly 
furnished quarters in an old resi- 
dence building. Here Miss Doris 
Weber, educational director, in the 
absence of Miss Emlie Robson, di- 
rector, Had enlightening exhibits 
made ready for visitors. One table 
was spread with all the materials 
a visiting nurse carries in her bag. 
In a cabinet were arranged various 
utensils, implements, materials re- 
quired for bedside nursing in a pri- 
vate home, outfits graded in cost to 
the patients ability to provide them, 
clever improvisations of cheap, 
homely objects made to serve me- 
dicinal and sanitary purposes as 
well as more costly ones. 

This. is the only organization 
which provides nursing care on ua 
visiting basis. Its services include 
general nursing, prenatal and post- 
natal care, health supervision and 
problems in mental and physical 
maladjustment of families. The 
nurses assist mothers in budgeting 
and nutrition difficulties and _ in- 
struct home nurses in the care of 
invalids. All are registered gradu- 
ate nurses and specially trained in 
public health work. The associa- 
tion works in close co-operation 
with the city health department 
and is affiliated with Washington 
University and St. Louis Universtiy 
medical schools through their out- 
patient departments. The service 
is available to anyone who needs 
and cannot afford to pay for pri- 
vate nursing. Each visit costs ap- 
proximately $1. Those who can pay 
for the service are expected to do 
so wholly or in part. Insurance 
companies help maintain the staff 
by employing the service for their 
policy holders. Other support comes 
from the Community Fund and in- 
dividual payments for service. Last 
year out of 108,583 visits made by 
the staff of 42 nurses, 69,627 visits 
were free.

HEN trivial disagreeables 
Weame in his way, we are told, 
Sir Walter Scott used to say, 
“Naboclish!” put them out of mind, 
and let them go. It was his favorite 
by-word and he used it often. 
The word was picked up, John 
Morley tells us, somewhere in Ire- 
land, when Sir Walter was on a 
tour. It is old Irish and means, lit- 
erally, “Never mind! What does it 
matter!” 
It became a pet by-word with 
Morley, too, who learned it from 
Scott, and he used it like a talis- 


manic charm to rid himself of all 


sorts of “trivial disagreeables,” after 
this manner: 


“When I hear or read some ma- 
licious or injurious thing in poli- 
tics, I find real comfort in saying 
to myself Naboclish! What does it 
matter? Why need I care? It 
won't alter the facts. Time _ will 
prove. Wait. The facts are what 
justifies—facts and time. There's 
u grand dose of philosophy for 
you!” 

It makes one think of the quaint 
old motto of the Marischal College, 
in Aberdeen: “They have said; 
Whai say they: Let them say.” Only 
the old motto has a bit of insolent 
defiance in it. 

But what does that matter? No 
small part of the difficult art of liv- 
ing consists in knowing how to dis- 
criminate between the trivial and 
the important, and to treat each as 
it deserves. 


Most of us are at the mercy of 
trifles most of the time, and happy 
is the man who finds a way of 
pushing them out of the way.

One tablespoon flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 
One-half cup water. 

Carefully clean and wash duck. 


Stuff, arrange in pan and sprinkle 
with flour and seasoning. Place in 
hot oven 15 minutes, add water and 
lid, lower fire and roast 1% hours. 
Baste frequently. A wild rice stuf- 
fing for the duck is as follows: 


One-half cup wild rice. 

Four cups water, 

One-half teaspoon salt.
